(a) A claim shall not be considered under section 503(a)
of this title unless the property on which the claim was
based was owned wholly or partially, directly or indi-
rectly by a national of the United States on the date
of the loss and if considere~ shall be considered only
to the extent the claim has been held by one or more
nationals of the united States continuously thereafter
until the date of f~’~ling with the Con~nissiono

Thus, in order for the Co~m~ission to favorably consider a claim filed

under Title V of the Act, it must be established that (I) the subject

property was owned i~ whole or in part by a national of the United States

on the date of nationalization or other taking; and (2) that the claim

arising as a result of such nat~onalization has been continuously owned

thereafter in whole or in part by a national of the United States to the

date of filing claim w~ith the Comm~ssiono (See Claiw. of Josel~h Dallos

Hollo, Claim Noo. CU~0101, 25 FCSC Semiann0 Repo 46 [July~Deco

Tropical Gas COo, a corporation organized under the laws of the

Republic of Panama which does not qualify as a national of the United

States, filed Claim No. CU-3018 a~nd petitione@ the Commission to be allowed

to act as agent for its consenting United States national stockholders.
